After a journey of 
only one and half Kilometres from Taran Taran, a young 
persons placed his revolver at the driver’s head signalling 
him to stop. Within seconds several terrorists were on their 
feet, waving revolvers, sten guns and pistols and took up 
positions at the front and rear doors. The terrorists started 
roughing up the Hindu passengers and robbed them of their 
cash and valuables. The terrorists snatched away conductors 
money bag and kicked him, Near Naushehra the bus was 
stopped and reversed. The four Hindus were dragged out 
and shot one bv one. When the terrorists demand Shn 
Harbans Lai’s wrist watch, he promptly gave it. Baba Ajit 
Singh intervened to say that Shri Harbans Lai be spared as 
he wus like his own son. The pleadings were ignored and 
one of the tcirorists struck vShri Harbans Lai with the butt 
af his gun on the head, causing a bleeding injury. When 
the remaining four passengers were being dragged out Baba 
\jit Singh embraced Shi i Haibans Lai tightly, seeking mercy. 
Al this one of the assailants took pity and Shri Harbans Lai 
was left off.

On the 16th May, 1982, when Shri Bha&wont Bapuiao 
Shapekai, a member of Home Guards Organisation, was 
lehiming lo village Yarad tor his private work alter attend¬ 
ing a Home Guard Parade at Yavntmai, lie observed that 
truck bearing No, MHV-1800 had fallen in a well near the 
road at Talegaon. The well is 25 feet deep fiom the ground 
level. Shn Shapekar rushed to the spot and without any Joss 
of time engaged himself in rescue operation. He found a rope 
in another tryck standing nearbv and tied one end of the rope 
to the window of the truck and got down into the well hold¬ 
ing the other end of the rope and rescued three men and 
one woman from the well by bringing them out one by one 
on his back. Although the truck was in the well, there was 
some space to get into the well which Shri Shape kar used 
for taking out entrapped persons from the well, In the rescue 
net he sustained minor injuries. Besides these four persons who 
were pulled out from the well, 3 more persons were injured in 
the same accident and they were thrown on the ground.

Shri 
Dilip Chavan. a college student, aged 19 years, while on his 
way to the college heuid the shouts for help^ He rushed to 
the spot and without caiiug ior the ponseq deuces, instanta¬ 
neously jumped into the vrell and rescued the girl. 

Shri Dilip Yaduraj Chavan displayed courage and prompti¬ 
tude in saving the life of a gni irom di owning unmindful ol 
the risk involved io his own life.

Had it 
fallen, the Ihiee said peisons would have met with instanta¬ 
neous death. Shri Peiuikar, a volunteer of Nagpur Institute 
for civil preparedness, entered the house and rescued them 
from the debris at the risk of his own life. Later on the fire 
personnel and the police ai rived on the scene and took charge 
of the site. 

Shri Peruikar Prakash Kcshawrao displayed conspicuous 
courage and promptitude in saving 3 lives without caring for 
the risk involved to his own life.

The 
cleaner aLo raised erics for help since he was not a swimmer. 
Dr. VishwonatU Paduao who happened to pass by that road 
heard them. He immediately iushtd to the spot and without 
any loss of time swam over to the drowning person and took 
out him from the tank in an unconscious state. Dr. Paikrao 
sucked water from the stomach of Shri Pandc and provided 
artificial respiration. He wa& taken to the hospital of Dr. 
Bhandari in Putrid for treatment where ho was brought to 
consciousness. 

Dr. Vishwanath Paikrao acted with great courage and deli- 
gencein saupg the life of Shri Vijay Kumar Pande from 
drowning mt the lisk of his own life.

About 4t)u—300 persons who -has gathered there 
could not dare to enter the tank. Constable Mirza Ghalib who 
was going for his duty saw the huge gathering and reached 
the site of the incident to know what had happened. On 
leaching there, he saw a drowning figure at & distance of 
about 50—60 yards away in the tank. He at once jumped 
into the tank, reached the drowning iigure and saved her 
from drowning. 

Constable Mirza Ghalib thus displayed exemplary courage 
and promptitude and saved the life of a lady from drowning 
at the risk of his own life. 

16. Shri Mohammed Shakir,

On the 27th November, 1982, Shri Mohammed Shakir 
alongwith his friends was playing cricket behind Govind Dcvji 
temple near T&lkutora in.

Among those who were struggling for their lives, were 10 
children and six women.

.8 to 10 feet deep. Shri Shakir at once jumped into the tank 
and caught hold of the hair of the two children and brought 
them to safety. He repeated this act thrice and was able to 
save the lives of 10 children and 6 women in all. In the 
rescue opera bon. Shri Shakir injured his legs. He was taken 
to M.M.L. Hospital for medical aid. 

Shri Mohammed Shakir showed exemplary courage and 
promptitude in saving the Jives of 10 children and 6 women 
without caring for the risk involved to his own life.

On the 28th December, 1982, a boy named Shri Kalyan 
Chakraborty, came to stay wth his grand father at Moled ub¬ 
kha, Bankura, He suddenly fell and drowned into the deep 
well of the house« The well Is 46 feet deep and the depth of 
the water at that time of the incident was about 28 feet from 
the bottom. All present there were perplexed at the gravity of 
the situation. On hearing ajaiming screams, Shri Satyen Kar¬ 
makar of the same locality rose to the occasion. He got down 
into the well by clasping the notches in the wall of the well 
and the pipe of the tube well fitted on the wall. He dlvtd in 
the water and brought up the boy to the surface of the water 
and kept him floating. With the help of strong ropes thrown 
in by the people collected there, he brought the boy outside 
the well. 

Shri Satyen Karmakar displayed courage and promptitude 
in saving the life of Shri Chakraborty unmindful of the risk 
involved to his own life.

On the 22nd April, 1983, Shri Htirjit Singh, aged 22 years, 
a non-swimmer, went for swimming in the pool of Municipal 
Council, Nandccl. When be saw others were jumping and 
diving in the deep side of the pool, he put on a rubber tube 
on his waist und also dived into the pool. Unfortunately, the 
rubber tube slipped out from his legs as he dived and' he 
started struggling for his life. Onlookers thought that he 
was joking. Mhatcr Sandeep Patil, who was standing on the 
bank of the pool, noticed that Shri Harjit Singh had not 
token out his head out of water even once for breath and 
thus gHiiged the situation. Master Patil Immediately jumped 
and went dose to Shri Harjit Singh (and made over the tube 
to him Shri Harjit Singh clung to the tube in exasperation. 
Then Master Patil successfully brought him out of the deep 
water to the bank of the pool* 
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Master Sandeep Patil displayed courage and promptitude in 
saving the life of Shri Haijit Singh from drowning tit the 
risk on his own life.

On the 25th January, 1984, a school bus cailying children 
of defence personnel of An Force Station, Bamrauli, Allaha¬ 
bad stopped South of the unmanned railway closing opposite 
the Officers’ Enclave, Miss Homika Chhatwal of St. Mury’s 
Convent was the first one to proceed towards the lailway 
track to cross over. At that time one goods train was passing 
through the Northern track. Consequently, she waited and 
the moment the train cleared the track, stepped on to the 
southern track, least realising that there was another tiain 
‘approaching the southern track from lhe opposite diicctjon. 
Whilst she was in between the rails, she heard the whistle and 
to hci honor she saw a fast appicaching tiain on the same 
track. Out of sheer fright, she froze on the track. Shameel 
Shnrmu, a student of Goss TV-B of St, Joseph College, 
Allahabad, who had also alighted from the same bus, saw 
the hapless plight of Homika and realising the impending 
dangei regardless of personal safety, dashed to the track 
and pulled dazed Homika away. As he did so, the train 
passed away. 

Shri Shameel Sharma thus showed cxemplaiy courage, 
bih/very and presence of mind in saving the life of a fellow 
student exposing himself to great danger.

On the 8lh August, 1982, No. 14295146 Signalman Btili- 
setty Munendrudo when returning home was told by the 
Regimental Police that a woman had fallen into a canal and 
was drowning. Signalman Munendrudo rushed to the spot 
wheic a ciowd bid gathered. The depth of the canal where 
the woman had fallen was approximately 25 feet and the 
current was fast owing to heavy downpour in the preceding 
days. Signalman Munendrudo tried to pull the woman by 
throwing an improvised life line to her but she could not 
hold on to the life line for long. Signalman Munendrudo 
without a moment's hesitation jumped into the canal and swam 
upto the woman. When he reached her, she clutched him 
taking him down with her. He slapped the woman once to 
get her out of the shock and then swam back to the bank of 
the carril alongwjth the woman. Sapped of energy and ex¬ 
hausted, he allowed himself to respite and immediately started 
resuscitating her by pumping out the excess water swallowed 
by her. 

Signalman Balisetty Muncndiudo displayed courage and 
promptitude in saving the life of a woman from drowning 
without caring for his life.

Some other officers 
and their children were also swimming at that time in the 
river. While standing op the bank of the river, Shri Sandeep 
heard shouts of help. help. A young lady who was standing 
in the shallow waters shouted ‘Sandeep he is drowning’. 
Sandeep looked around and saw Hying Officer P. K. Magmar 
struggling to keep his head out of the water. Shri Sandeep 
at once jumped into the rjver and reached the spot which was 
about 40 metres away. By this time, the officer had gone un 
and down in the water four to five times and was still going 
down the water when Sandeep after reaching him tried to 
pull by hair. Unfortunately the officer’s hair were short and 
Sandeep lost the grip. After realising that he could not pull- 
him bv haii, Sandeep pushed the officer up from under his 
arm pits to allow him to bicath Flyiqg Officer who had 
not only developed cramps in the legs but also swallowed 
some water had completely lost control and tried to grab 
Snndcep. Sandeep immediately sensed the risk in being 
grabbed bv the officer. He after freeing himself kept pushing 


up Flying Officer from under the water to ensure that he 
could bicath. Despite having got tired in the process, 
Sandeep kept the Officer’s head above water till further help 
arrived and the Hying Officer was brought to the river bank. 

Shri Sandeep Pawah thus displayed conspicuous gallantry 
and coolness under pressure in saving a life from drowning 
without caring foi the risk involved to his life.

On the 21st April, 1981, Shri Shankar Lai Jedia, a resident 
of a house near Railway Colony, Banner, Rajasthan, heard 
the shouts of 'Bachao Rtichao’ and saw lot of smoke coming 
out of the Railway Colony School, Barmen He immediately 
rushed to the spot and found the School engulfed with Are, 
All the doors and windows of the school were also on fire. 
All the students except two of about 8 to 10 years of age 
escaped. The two entrapped boys were crying for help. 
No body daied to enter the school and save the children. 
In the meantime both the boys became unconscious because 
of the smoke. Shri Jedia picked up courage and rushed into 
the school through the burning doors and started searching 
the boys. Jnspite of fire blazes and smoke, he picked up the 
boys in his arms and came running out of the school again 
through the burning doors and thus saved their lives. The 
boys regained consciousness after receiving first aid. 

Shri Shankar Lai Jedia displayed courage and promptitude 
in saving the lives of two children unmindful of the risk 
invoiced to his own life.

He was admitted to a 
Slate hospital wheic he got treatment for multiple injuries,

All the 2l per¬ 
sons of the village including J>hn Lalu Ram koli, his wile, 
thiee sons and one boy named Bharat Lai Meena (Id yeajs) 
climbed to the roof of Shiv Mandir to save themselves from 
the fury ol the liuod. hut untoitunately the Shiv Mandir 
also collapsed and all the poisons on the loof ol the Mandir 
washed away. Shu Roll wtu a helpless spectator to the 
death of all his family members. Unable to hear the shock 
of the death ot his tamily members, he wanted to end his 
life by going into the gushing water. Suddenly oho boy 
named Bharat i^al Meena caught hold of the corner of dhoti 
ot Shn koli. Shu Koli sw tne innocent luokiog boy and 
decided to save him. He lilted the boy on his shoulders and 
climbed a tree. Holding the boy with one arm and clasping 
the bianch with the othei, he lemamed on the lice for 
4 hours. When the flood water receded., Shti Koli came 
down from the tiec and crossed the river with the boy on 
his shoulders. He thus saved the life of the boy. 

Shri Lain Ram Koli displayed exceptional courage to save 
the life of the boy umnnidful of the risk involved to his 
own life.

On the 30th August, 1982, Ravi Prakash aged 5 yctors 
accompanied her aunt to the banks of Banas river near vil¬ 
lage Echei. Leaving the child at. the nver bank to play, she 
staited washing her clothes. After sometime when she looked 
for the child he was not iound there. She started crying. At 
that time Kumari Phoola and Shrimati Kajori Devi were 
also present on the bank of the river. On hearing the cries 
of the lady, Rumaii Pnuola and Shrimati Kajori Den started 
running on the bank of the liver in the down-stream direc¬ 
tion. Kumari Phoola spotted the drowning child at a dist¬ 
ance ol about 100 metres in about 10 feet deep water. She 
at once jumped into the river, caught hold of the child but 
she could not come back and Started drowning. At that 
tope, Smt. Kajori took oil her saii and lining it towards Phoola 
who caught hold ol the sari by one hand and the child in 
other hand. They vveie pulled to safety by Shrimati J^ajon 
and the aunt of the child. 

Kumari Phoola thus displayed courage and promptitude in 
saving the life of a child from drowning without caring for 
her own life,

On the 25th November, 1982, Shrimhti Kamli wife of 
Shri Sonu of village Dhaun Dhamandaayu, P. O. Narender 
Nagar, District Tehri Ghniwul climbed a tree on the top of 
a hill for plucking tree leaves for animals. By chance the 
blanch of the tree broke down and she fell on the top of 
a bush which was about 100 feet below the hill. Had she 
not entangled in the bush she would have rolled down and 
died. Although there were about 300 to 400 people at the 
place of the incident, none dared to save the lady. At this 
critical moment one Shri Sikal Das showed exemplary 
courage and jnspito of the fact that there was no other tree 
near the bush, he somehow climbed the hill and managed to 
bring the lady on his back to the safety.

Rmn Bihaii isom accidentally fell headlong mto the tank 
l he other two boys started dying and shouting fur help. 
Having henid their cries, Sainik Ram Krishna Shukla who 
was lot) meues away cooking Jus food, dashed towards ttie 
septic tank and noticed that only the toes and the soles ot 
the feet oi the child were visible. He immediately jumped 
into the tank, lilted the unconscious child, started swimming 
keeping child’s head above the level of excreta, muck etc. 
in the meantime, some other persons also rushed to the 
spot and took out the child and Sainik Shukla* The blood 
hm started coming out ot the nose and mouth of the child. 
Then the child regained consciousness, Sainik Shukla cleaned 
him, administered turther first aid and then the boy was taken 
to the hospital. 

Apart tiom the personal risk Involved, not many persons 
would have jumped into the septic tank, which because oi 
its contents and foul stink, has a repulsive feeling, Samik 
Ram Knahan Shukla in utter disregard lor Jus personal 
solely, displayed exemphuy com ago id having jumped inlo 
the septic tank and managed to save the drowning child.

On the 18th August, 1983, a labourer was while washing 
the wall of second door ol a Hostel of Andhra Pradesh 
Agricultural University by perching on the top of un impro 
vised bamboo ladder at a height ol 45 feet above the ground. 
There w.is> sudden could buist and heavy downpour of rain 
Due lo heavy downpour the ladder on which the labourer 
was working slipped, broke 111 the middle and collapsed. 
The labourer held on to to projection of the window with 
his fingers and was dangling precariously shouting frantically 
foi help, Nearby NCC paiade was being held and the NCC 
officers oigamsed a lescue parly and attempted to bring the 
labourer down safely but could not reach him. In the jnean- 
time, Cadet Premdas Jadhav who was attending the parade 
using his own initiative climbed a dram pipe (monkey fashion 
which was slippery due to the rains and pulled himself to the 
level oi the labourer. He jumped fiom the pipe on to the 
window Killings and held the window railing with one hand 
and simultaneously held the labourer with his other hand just 
as the labourer was about to let go of his grip on the window 
projection. He could maintain the balance and could held 
the labouier with one hand since the labourer was very thin 
and physically weak. In the meantime the other Cadets 
formed a human ladder and some others reached the window 
shade from the roof and rescued the labourer. 

Cadet Premdas Jadhav displayed great courage, initiative 
and promptitude in saving the life of a labourer in complete 
disregard to the safety of his own life,
